SUtes congress appropriated $250,000 to 
enable the state department, by its rep­ 
resentatives at Colon, to furnish trans­ 
portation to their homes for snob Amer­ 
ican laborers as desired to leave the 
isthmus, bu t up to the present tim e lees 
than $30,000 has ttiu i been exp3nded. 
The state departm ent has not yet been 
informed of the beginning of work upon 
the Nicaragua canal by th e American 
company as reported. W hen so informed 
an agent will probably be stationed at 
Greytown until congress can provide for 
the appointment of a consul there. 


A story comes from Europe that the 
Standard Oil trust ha* completely put 
Bmsia in a hole as legards its petroleum 
industry. 
The American “ring" has 
bought all the empty barrels in Europe 
and all to be made, has cornered the pipe 
market, land has hired all the busk til 
steamers which formerly plied on the 
Mediterranean, Black and Caspian seas.

for at least two years, as that time will 
be required to procure barrel* and pipe 
from new sources and to equip new 
steamers for oil transportation.

N utm egs, 
The nutmeg is the innermost kernel of 
the fruit of a small tree that grows about 
30 feet high. 
It is a native of the East 
Indies, but is cultivated in other tropical 
lands. 
It bas a 
small, yellow flower. 
The fruit is small and peach-like, but 
with a smooth surface and turns yellow 
when ripe. 
The exterior, a thick, fleshy 
husk, dries up and cracks, disclosing the 
nut. The outer covering of this nut is 
what we know as mace. 
It is red at 
first but turns to a light brown when 
dried. 
Next comes a hard, shining shell, 
and inside that is the nutmeg. The tree 
bears about the eighth or ninth year from 
the seed. 
The mace is taken oil and 
dried in the sun for one day and for 
eight days in the shade, then dampened 
with sea-water and pressed in bags. 
The 
remainder of the nut Is very thoroughly 
dried, when the shell is broken and the 
nutmegs are assorted, the best ones being 
exported. 
They are first pickled in lime­ 
water then left to sweat and finally 
packed for shipment 
The Penaug nut­ 
megs, the best, are about an inch long, 
pale brown, corrugated on the surface, 
with red streaks in the gray interior.

The decision goes on to cite cases wherein 
the defendant infringed upon those letters 
patent, and persisted in putting tho fraud­ 
ulently manufactured instruments upon tho 
m arket; also, that a perpetual injunction 
issue restraining the Cushman company or 
any of its members from making any in­ 
strum ent on the letters p atent 
Tho Cush­ 
man company is ordered to pay $1 dam­ 
ages, surrender all tho instruments mado, 
aud pay the costs accruing from thcso long 
months of litigation.

W ashington, July 25.—Civil Service 
Commissioner Roosevelt said to day that 
charges havo been brought against both 
the pension office and the Sixth A uditor’s 
office that men liavo been discharged be­ 
cause they were Democrats.

A Philadelphia Lady Who Has Made a 
Remarkable Financial Success. 
One of the most striking instances of 
successful women is Mrs. Sarah Yewdall, 
the proprietor of the Providence Worsted 
mills, at Hcstonville, 
Pa., who, though 
now 76 years old, retains in a remarkable 
degree tho energy and vigor that enabled 
her to build up a largo industry and make 
It pay. 
Tho mills were Qriginally erected 
by Mr. Yewdall in I860, and ho managed 
thorn until his death, in 1860, caused by 
tho oxplos'on of a large boiler in his 
house. 
Mrs. Yewdall was over 50 years 
old when her husband died, and knew com­ 
paratively nothingfcof his business; but 
she had flvo children to support, 
and 
she did not hesitate to take the manage­ 
ment of the mills.
